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Monroney Say 
Demos Want 
High Supports 


Predicts Repeal of Ike’s 
Flexible Farm Program 
W ill Be No. 1 Objective 
WASHINGTON (/P)—Sen. Mon­ 
roney (D-Okla.) predicted today 
the No. 1 objective of Democrats 
in the 84th Congress will be to re­ 
peal President Eisenhower’s flex­ 
ible farm support program and 
restore rigid, high-level farm price 
props. 
Monroney said in an interview 
he thinks results of the congres­ 
sional elections which gave Demo­ 
crats control of the new Congress 
were influenced greatly by the 
threat of reduced price supports 
under the Eisenhower program. 
Not Entirely Felt 
“ I don’t think the full weight of 
the new’ program wras entirely felt 
in this month’s elections,” Mon­ 
roney said. ‘‘The threat of support 
drops w’as enough to help elect 
Democratic senators in Michigan, 
Illinois, Minnesota, Wyoming and 
Montana and to reelect a Repub­ 
lican who was for 90 per cent 
parity in South Dakota. 
“After the flexible parity pro­ 
gram goes into effect Jan. 1, the 
support reductions are going to 
be felt in a widespread area.” 
The Oklahoma 
senator noted 
that a new’ formula for parity—a 
price standard said by law' to give 
farmers a fair return in terms of 
things they buy—will go into ef­ 
fect, as well as the new authority 
for the secretary of agriculture to 
low’er or raise percentage pay­ 
ments. The new parity formula, 
scheduled to start taking effect in 
1956, would 
lower the support 
level somewhat further. 
Secretary of Agriculture Ben­ 
son has contended that the elec­ 
tion results show’ed no repudia­ 
tion of the President’s flexible 
parity 
program, 
citing 
among 
other instances the election of a 
Republican 
senator 
in 
Iowa, 
Thomas E. Martin, in place of 
Democratic Sen. Gillette. 
Monroney said he felt Gillette’s 
defeat was attributable more to 
local conditions and issues, but 
acknowledged some acceptance of 
the 
flexible 
support 
program 
among Iowa farmers may haye 
been involved. 
Possible Link 
Monroney said he expects Dem­ 
ocrats to offer a 90 per cent parity 
bill and try to link to it a food 
stamp plan to dispose ot agricul­ 
tural surpluses to the unemployed 
and the needy. 
Some surplus products, parti­ 
cularly canned beef and gravy, 
have been made available by the 
government to unemployed per­ 
sons in some areas. This has been 
in addition to the surplus foods 
absorbed 
through 
the 
national 
school lunch program.

Leaves Prison After

Met by W ife, Son 


LEWLSBURG, Pa. (/Pi — Alger 
Hiss, convicted of lying when he 
denied giving government secrets 
to a Communist spy ring, was re­ 
leased from federal prison today. 
He 
immediately 
proclaimed 
he 
was innocent, asserting the charg­ 
es against him were “untrue.” 
Hiss, dreused in a business-type 
hat and well-worn grey topcoat 
brought to the penitentiary by his 
w’ife, told newsmen at the prison 
gate: 
•‘I shall renew my efforts to dis­ 
pel the deception that has been 
foisted on the American people.” 
Convicted of Lying 
Hiss spent 3*^ years of a 5-year 
sentence in the penitentiary at 
Lewisburg, specifically 
he was 
convicted of lying at a congres­ 
sional investigation w’hich looked 
into charges by Whittaker Cham­ 
bers, admitted Soviet spy courier, 
that he had obtained government 
documents from Hiss, a former 
State Department official. 
Hiss was met by his w’ife, Pris­ 
cilla; his 13-year-old son, Tony,1 
and two attorney friends, Chester 
Lane and Robert M. Benjamin. As 
he walked through the big double j 
gated door of the huge brick- 
w’alled prison, the former prisoner 
No. 
19137, 
was surrounded 
by 
nearly 100 reporters and photog-i 
raphers. 
The drone of a helicopter over 
head almost drow’ned out Hiss’ 
words as he shouted: 
“I'm very glad to be out but I 
want to reassert my complete in­ 
nocence. 
He said that m his years in jail 
he did not have the opportunity 
to answer “falsehoods” made by 
“politicians and the press” about 
his career. 
Hiss, appearing somewhat hag­ 
gard but smiling with his son at 
his side, said he hoped to tell the! 
story behind his conviction a n d ! 
“to dispel the doubts” about his 
position. 
Ignores Questions 
Hiss ignored all questions con­ 
cerning the slaying of William W. ‘ 
Remington in the prison earlier 
this week. Remington, like Hiss,: 
was convicted of perjury in con­ 
nection with congressional queries 
about communism. 
However, Hiss and Remington 
never were linked together in the 
same Washington Communist as 
sociations.

Seven men still were aboard the 
forward section of the tanker and 
efforts were being made to rescue 
them.

And, 
while rescue operations were un­ 
der way, it was feared they al­ 
ready were dead.

Liberian

tanker, World Concord, carrying

Since many of his employees will 
be earning Social Security credits, 
the farm operator who hires farm 
hands will need to know abou' 
the change in the law concerning 
agricultural employes. Under the 
new law, there is no longer a re­ 
quirement that a hired farm work­ 
er work for a certain period for one 
employer before he is covered by 
Social Security. 
With the exception of Mexican 
contract labor, British West Indies 
workers, parents working for chil­ 
dren, spouses working for each oth­ 
er. and children under age 21 work­ 
ing for their parents, any farm em ­ 
ploye, regardless of age, who is 
paid as much as $100 in cash wages 
by an employer during a calendar 
year is covered by Social Security. 
This rule means that the farm em ­ 
ployer, in case he has such an 
employe, must report the name 
and Social Security Account Num­ 
ber and the amount of cash wages 
paid to him and remit the four-per­ 
cent Social Security tax—2 per cent 
withheld from the worker’s wages 
and 2 per cent contributed by the 
farmer. 
By fulfilling his duty to send such 
reports and taxes for each of his 
employes, the farm operator is 
helping build future financial pro­ 
tection for him in old age and for 
his family in case of death, just 
as he does for him self when he 
sends in his own yearly report and 
stlf-employment tax contribution. 
Tax questions will be answered 
and tax forms may be secured at 
the zone offices of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue in Cape Girar­ 
deau, Poplar Bluff, or Kennett, or 
at the office of the District Direc­ 
tor of Internal Revenue, St. Louis, 
Mo.

Ends Undesirable Job 


Agricultural engineers at the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri have recently 
worked out a plan to save farmers 
almost a week’s time every year 
and relieve him of an undesirable 
job—that of opening and closing a 
busy gate several times every day. 
This plan shows how to build a 
cattle Ritard with a minimum of 
hand labor and a low material cost. 
Here's how it’s done. To elimin­ 
ate the work of building forms for 
each guard, portable forms are 
constructed which bolt together and 
can be list'd over and over. These 
are built by some centrally locat­ 
ed concern such as a lumber yard 
or cement firm and made available 
to farmers in the county for a 
small rental fee. When the farmer 
is finished with the forms he re­ 
turns them to the owmer, and they 
are ready for the next person to 
use. 
Twelve inches of excavation is 
necessary at the site of the guard. 
This can bo done in a short time 
by a few passes with a bulldozer 
or with a scraper on the back of a 
farm tractor. 
When the excavation is finished, 
the forms are set in place and 
bolted together. One and a half 
cubic yards of concrete is used to 
pour the base. This may be ready- 
mixed or mixed on the job. 
Eleven rails 2” x 6” x 12’ long 
are used and each has a slot in 
the concrete in which to rest. This 
slot offers support for the rail and 
acts as a spacer. Each rail may be 
removed for cleanout of 12 inch pit 
underneath. 
Native 
oak 
lumber 
makes good rails. 
The cost of the guard will vary 
from about $20 to $40 depending on 
the location and condition under 
which it is built. It is a big size 
guard. 8’ x 12’. 
This is a new plan but seven sets 
of these forms have already been 
built and are in use. 
Your county extension agent can 
secure additional information on 
this and you should contact him for 
further details. Most of you need 
at least one guard and some farm­ 
ers 
can 
use several, 
especially 
when they can be built so cheaply. 
There has been considerable dis­ 
cussion about the use of concrete 
blocks for cattle guards. The blocks 
are simply laid out on the ground. 
They might be all right where 
the cattle are not under pressure, 
but there have been several re­ 
ports of stockw'alking across such 
guards.

Ev­ 
ery dish on the menu should be 
easy to serve and easy to eat. 
Foods to be served hot should la* 
easy to keep hot. Do not serve 
moist foods, such as canned toma­ 
toes, 
that spoil the 
looks of a 
plato or require extra serving dish­ 
es. Do not serve foods that need 
to bo cut with a knife. If you serve 
rolls, butter them before they are 
served. 
Much of the charm of a buffet 
food. There needs to be color and 
meal lies in the appearance of the 
variety in form and texture. There 
should not be so much food that 
the table looks crowded. 
The hot dish should be the only 
dish that will need to have last 
minute attention. One way to make 
sure that a hot dish stays hot while 
it is being served is to have it 
come out of the oven in install­ 
ments, one for the first serving, 
another for the second, and so on. 
Some hot main dishes that arc 
inexpensive and easy to serve are 
creamed turkey, chicken or eggs 
served on toast or in pastry shells. 
Another is a casserole dish made 
by adding mushrooms and almonds 
to the chicken and pouring an egg 
sauce over it just before it goes in 
the oven. Still other main dishes 
are meat loaf, ham and cheese 
casseroles, chicken pies or meat­ 
balls. 
When the main dish is cold roast 
beef, turkey or baked ham, t h e 
hot dish may well be the vege­ 
table. Scalloped potatoes or can­ 
died sweet potatoes are substantial 
and are easy to keep hot. Corn 
pudding made with canned sweet 
corn, miik and eggs is always pop­ 
ular. Scalloped apples and car­ 
rots are colorful. 
Hot bread is also popular. Spoon 
corn bread goes well with baked 
ham and green beans. It makes a 
pretty and tasty plate when used 
with fruit salad. 
Suitable Desserts 
Suitable desserts for buffet meals 
include ginger bread cut in serving 
portions and garnished with whipp­ 
ed cream, orange marmalade or 
eheest.

the inability of the plant to obtain 
what it neeex results in slowing or 
stopping plant growth. Such plants 
that are stunted either die or they 
do not recover as quickly in t h e 
spring 
when 
soil 
temperatures 
warm up. Thus, we have termed 
this difficulty as winter starvation 
since it Is due to the failure of the 
plant to obtain as much plant food 
as it requires for satisfactory win­ 
ter growth. 
Most plants are sensitive to cold 
weather and a limited amount of 
plant food in the soil. Among the 
fall seeded small grains, barley, 
wheat and ry’e are ranked in that 
order of exhibiting the winter starv­ 
ation symptoms. Rye, with a much 
greater root system than barley, 
has the ability to contact a greater 
area of soil and is thus capable 
of gathering its food supply. This 
accounts for the reason that starva­ 
tion symptoms seldom show up in 
rye w'hile they annear freouently 
in barley. Wheat falls between the 
two. 
Small grains seeded during late 
August and early September have 
a better chance to get started than 
late seeded small grains. They de­ 
velop a root system that is better 
able to cope with the problem of 
limited plant food in deficient soils. 
Starter fertilizers have long been 
considered very’ important, and a 
few years ago the bulk of annual 
fertilizer was used in the fall on 
wheat. Even though of low analy­ 
sis, such starters were responsible 
for five to seven bushels increase 
in yield per acre on wheat. How­ 
ever, today the philosophy is that 
of removing deficiencies of calci­ 
um, phosphorous, magnesium, pot* 
ash and nitrogen as limiting factors 
of production. It is no longer a mat­ 
er of just applying enough fertilizer 
for one crop. It is one of fertilizing 
the soil with corrective treatments. 
Thus, with an ample supply of 
plant food, even barley with its 
root system that is least capable 
of obtaining plant food can make a 
satisfactory growth 
and c o m e 
through the winter without show­ 
ing starvation symptoms. Even un- 
d e r extrem ely severe freezing, 
plants well supplied with nutrients 
will come through in good shape. 
The sam e type of symptoms are 
observed on fields where heavy 
crops of straw have been turned 
under or disked into the soil with­ 
out the addition of an adequate 
amount of nitrogen to aid in quick 
decomposition.The preferred appli­ 
cation of nitrogen ahead of or with 
small grain seedings is around 40 
pounds per acre. This will take care 
of the decomposition of the highly 
carbonaceous straw and give the 
small grain plants adequate nitro­ 
gen. 
Can Still Be Dressed 


Fall sm all grain seedings w’hich 
receive little or no nitrogen can 
still be top dressed early this win­ 
cer. Additions of mineral elements 
such as calcium, phosphorous and 
potash will do this crop little good. 
Liberal applications of manure will 
aid sm all grains seeded on fields 
deficient in mineral elem ents and 
nitrogen.

Folks passing along the Streeter 
farm, located five miles southwest 
of Oran, 
noticed something dif­ 
ferent this year on the 100 acres 
farmed 
by 
the 
Negro 
family, 
Pervy and Girtha Smith. In pre­ 
vious years you would see Pervy 
with a team of mules and a walk­ 
ing plow; however, the mules and 
walking plow have been replaced 
by a new tractor and equipment. 
The story dates back to t h e 
spring of 1953 when the Smiths 
a “ furnish” 
(crop) loan with the 
Scott County F arm ers Home Ad­ 
ministration. Actually 80 acres was 
all of the land that was farmed 
that year and Pervy had to work 
from daylight until dark to make 
the crop as team farming is very 
slow in this day and age. While 
making a crop inspection on the 
farm. Glen H. Griffin, acting coun­ 
ty supervisor, told Pervy that he 
needed to advance with the tim e 
and put his walking plow and mules 
aside for a new tractor. Pervy 
was a bit skeptical, but said he 
wduld like to have a tractor but 
somehow never seemed to have 
sufficient money with which to buy 
one. 
Pervy Encouraged 
After watching the Smiths for a 
year. Supervisor Griffin encour­ 
aged Pervy to place his apnlica- 
tion for a Production and Subsist­ 
ence loan. This is a supervised 
loan where the F arm ers Home Ad­ 
ministration Supervisor and t h e 
family sit down and draw up a four 
or 
five-year 
plan 
with 
definite 
goals to accomplish during that 
time. After paying the 1953 “ fur­ 
nish” loan, Pervy did make appli­ 
cation for the Production and Sub­ 
sistence loan. 
The application was put before 
the Scott County Farm ers Home 
Administration 
Committee, 
com- 
oosed of three local farmers, and 
was approved as eligible. The next 
step was to work out the details 
of the loan. Sunervisor Griffin and 
♦he Sm ’ths completed this part of 
the loan in December, 1953. T h e 
loan, which bears an interest raet 
of five per cent per annum on the 
unpaid principal, was set up to run 
‘hrough 1957 
Some of the goals 
that were set up were the purchase 
of a washing machine — Girtha 
had always used a rub board and 
Pervv pointed out that by buying 
the washing machine at this time 
Girtha would have more time to 
work in the field 
aed the pur­ 
chase of a refrigerator from crop 
sales during 1955. Money was pro­ 
vided in the loan for the purchase 
of 
the 
washing 
machine. 
Good 
farming practice's were agreed up­ 
on such as fertilizing according to 
soil test, seeding green manure 
crops, and using recommended va­ 
rieties of crops. 
A recent crop inspection rcpor* 
shows that Pervy will make a bale 
and a half of cotton per acre, 
twenty-five bushels of corn 
per 
acre, 
and thirty-five bushels of 
beans per acre 
and, 
with 
the 
drouth that we have had in Scott 
County, anyone will tell you that 
this is a good yield. 
When asked bv Supervisor G rif­ 
fin how he compared a tractor with 
miles, Pervv summed it up in this 
manner: "Mr. Griffin, making 
a 
crop with a tractor takes all the 
labor out of the work.” 
The Smith plan is now to repay 
their present indebtedness just as 
soon as possible and try for the 
ultimate goal of any farmer and 
that is farm ownership.

Eighteen hundred adults and high school students attended a 
series of 10 meetings on Brucellosis during the week of Nov. 15 in 
New Madrid County. A film “Triple Threat of Brucellosis” wa: 
shown and other information pertaining to this disease was discussed 
by the Extension Service, County Health Unit, and the U. S. Veteri­ 
nary Department. 
Paul Sherrard, 
County 
H e a l t h --------------------- ----------------------------- 
Administrator, reported that about 
5 per cent of the people in this 
county have undulant fever. This 
fever is contacted by humans in 
contacting animals that are infest­ 
ed with Brucellosis. The Missouri 
Health Department reports that in 
500 blood samples of people that 
didn't know' they had the disease, 
that 11 per cent of these people had 
undulant fever. The people in the 
rural areas would have a higher 
percentage than people in the ur­ 
ban areas. 
Dr. Van Gorder, Federal Veter­ 
inary, reported on the economic 
phase of the disease, $100,000,000 is 
lost annually in the U.S. to this 
disease. Missouri ranks fourth as 
a state in the production of Live­ 
stock and Livestock products and 
unless something is done about this 
disease, markets will be lost. 
Recently it was learned that an 
aporopriation was made by the 
U.S. Government to start a free 
blood testing program. Any herd 
owner is eligible to participate in 
this program and have his cattle 
tested. 
There 
are 
certain 
regulations 
that a farm er mu^t observe but 
this program is a start to eradicat­ 
ing this disease. Indemnities are 
paid on cattle sold for slaughter 
that have been declared Reactors 
by blood test. 
A farm er may follow anyone of 
four plans in getting a Brucellosis 
Certified Free Herd. 
Plan A means test and slaughter, 
with or without calfhood vaccina­ 
tion. Plan B means testing a n d 
calfhood vaccination with tempor­ 
ary retention of reactors until they 
can be disposed of for slaughter, 
onder provisions of the law. Plan C 
means calfhood vaccination without 
♦est of any port of the herd Plan

Alexander Hamilton Slain in Duel by Vice-President Aaron Burr as Result of 
Personal Hatreds in the Bitter Political Warfare of the 
Time — Both 
W ere 
Heroes of American Revolution.

On a July morning 150 years 
ago, 
the 
vice-president of t h e 
United States shot and killed one 
of this nation’s illustrious citizens. 
Shortly thereafter the vice-presi­ 
dent resumed his position as presi­ 
dent of the Senate, and after finish­ 
ing his term of office he made a 
spirited if unsuccessful race for 
the governorship of New York 
The shooting took place July 11, 
1804. on the shore at Weehawken, 
N. J., an area famed later for the 
Wright brothers’ flight activities. 
The protagonists were Aaron Bu*t , 
the vice-president, and Alexander 
Hamilton, f^st secretary of t h e 
treasury, military hero and prime 
mover toward a central constitu­ 
tional government as opposed to a 
loose confederation of semi-autno- 
mous states. 
Hamilton was vigorously oppos­ 
ed to duelling. He had good cause; 
his dearly loved eldest son. Philip, 
had been slain by the pistol—iron­ 
ically, as the result of an argu­ 
ment precipitated by one of the 
senior Hamilton’s speeches attack­ 
ing Burr. 
Hamilton 
championed 
legislation prohibiting duelling. Yet 
in his bitter controversy with Burr 
he accepted the “ inevitable” and 
wrote, “The ability to be in future 
useful (in public affairs). . .would 
probably be inseparable from a 
conformity with public prejudice in 
this particular.” 
The lives of Hamilton and Burr 
are marked by peculiar parallels.

Heroes of American Revolution. 


By William Gibson 
In The Kansas City Star 
On a July morning ISO years 
ago, the vice-president of t h e 
United States shot and killed one 
of this nation’s illustrious citizens. 
Shortly thereafter the vice-presi­ 
dent resumed his position as presi­ 
dent of the Senate, and after finish­ 
ing his term of office he made a 
spirited if unsuccessful race for 
the governorship of New York. 
The shooting took place July ll. 
1804. on the shore at Woehawken, 
N J., an area famed later for the 
Wright brothers’ flight activities. 
The protagonists were Aaron Bung 
the vice-president, and Alexander 
Hamilton, first secretary of t h e 
treasury, military hero and prime 
mover toward a central constitu­ 
tional government as opposed to a 
loose confederation of semi-autno- 
mous states. 
Hamilton was vigorously oppos­ 
ed to duelling. He had good cause; 
his dearly loved eldest son. Philip, 
had been slain by the pistol—iron­ 
ically, as the result of an argu­ 
ment precipitated by one of the 
senior Hamilton’s speeches attack­ 
ing Burr. Hamilton champi ned 
legislation prohibiting duelling. Yet 
in his bitter controversy with Burr 
he accented the* ‘‘inevitable” and 
wrote, “The ability to be in future 
useful (in public affairs). . .would 
probably be inseparable from a 
conformity with public prejudice in 
this particular.” 
The lives of Hamilton and Burr 
are marked by peculiar parallels. 
Except for the violent crisscrossing 
which took place after 1780, either 
or both men may well have suc-
